Election/Restrictions

Group III, claim(s) 11, drawn to a circuit device comprising the printed 

wiring board and electronic component, classified in 
class/subclass: 174/260.

2. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Regarding group I, 
the special technical features include the steps of depositing a base metal on one 
surface of an insulating film, depositing copper or copper alloy on a surface of base 
metal and selectively etching the same. In contrast, the special technical features of 
group II include a wiring pattern on an insulating film with a base metal layer for forming 
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the wiring pattern being protruded widthwise more than the conductive metal layer for 
forming the wiring pattern and the special technical features of group III include an 
electronic component mounted on a circuit board.
